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THE WAY IS CLEAR 

Since the Recorper first blasted open the Stanford Village 
situation with headlines twice as big as normal, there has been 
a great deal of misunderstanding and confusion in connection 
with this controversial parcel of valuable property in the heart 
of Menlo Park. 

We are glad there has been so much public excitement about 
it. No one now can claim any under-the-table deals, and we feel 
that the present status of the property points inevitably to its 
best use for the public welfare. 

We expect to see Uncle Sam wash his hands of the matter by 
selling the whole shootin’ match to Stanford for a nominal price. 
(The whole shootin’ match, that is, except 10 acres that the U.S. 
Geological Survey may manage to clamp onto. ) 

This Uncle Sam now can do without being accused of dirty 
dealing. That he can do so is primarily because of the masterful 
handling of the situation by Justin Herman, regional director of 
the housing and home finance agency. 

In what Herman himself calls “an experiment in public ad- 
ministration,” the entire matter has been brought into the open: 
everyone with an interest or claim has been asked to put in his 
2 cents; and the twists and turns and the knots of law and red 
tape have been explained. 

It is now clear that, under the law, the only applicant for 
village land who can get it “cheap” is Stanford. To sell any of it 
to anyone clse——school district or whatnot——the government 
would have to ask a price based on fair market value. 


Stanford, however, has said that when its need for the prop- 
erty as student housing is over, it will sell the land to the city or, 
with the city’s approval, to any other public or non-profit organi- 
zation for a price equal only to Stanford’s out-of-pocket costs. Or, 
if the city does not want it, the land will be put up for auction. 

No one can ask for more than that. 

Deserving public agencies that can convince the citv of their 
right thus will have their chance at “bargain” land. On other 
property, the taxpayers of Menlo Park can themselves realize 
the profit that is there to be had. 

Our first aim throughout this “hassle” has been to assure 
full and proper publicity on what we felt was public business. 
That, we feel, has been achieved. 

Our second aim has been to assure that no improper profit 
accrued to anyone along the way. We feel that this aim now is 
within reach. 

Uncle Sam bought the property low and now could sell it 
high. But does the entire nation have a right to this incidental 
increase in value? The property was bought for an emergency 
wartime hospital and served its purpose as such. 

Stanford has operated the facility as student housing. It has 
cost the university something to operate it, but the university 
also has had the benefit of its use. If the university comes out 
of the deal without showing a loss, it is doing well. 

The only loser to date in the deal has been the taxpayer of 
Menlo Park, who has been paying higher taxes because of the loss 
of this otherwise valuable property from the tax rolls. 

Now that the property is going to return to the tax rolls, it is 
only right, we feel, that the taxpayer should receive the benefit 
of any profit to be realized from the accretion of value that has 
occurred since the government took it-over. 

We believe, therefore, that all should now agree the next 
logical step is for the government to sell the land to Stanford. 

After that, then we, as taxpayers, will face the claims of all 
public and non-profit agencies that would like to secure a piece 
of the pie. 

Stanford will not be in the clear with acquisition of the land. 
The city of Menlo Park will hold control, because without the 
city’s approval, Stanford cannot even continue operation of the 
village as a student housing project. And the city must approve 
before Stanford can sell the land——all or any——to anyone. 

So the city will be the final judge as to who gets what. 
Already the Menlo Park Elementary School District has received 
the nod from city councilmen, as has the Christian Science church. 

The latter has a special position of favor by reason of exist- 
ing ownership of a parcel within the village area. 

The former has a claim if for no other reason than that it has 
educated hundreds of Stanford Village youngsters at considerable 
cost without any reasonable tax help from the area. It is right 
that the district now should get something out of it. 

From the indications, other tax-free agencies and groups are 
going to have a tough time getting a look-in. We hope so.

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Down To Earth: 


There Are Many Effective Ways to Deal Group fo Hear 


With Invasion of Vo 


By TERRY LEE 

For an insect that is as common 
in the garden as ants, there is lit- 
tle information on dealing with} 
earwigs to be had except from a 
few experts and the troubled 
home gardener. 

After tracking down various 
remedies, the best solution 
seems to be a thorough dusting | 
with chlordane of garden, lawn, 
fence and house foundation. ' 

Five or six percant dust is most! 
effective. A 40 per cent wettable 
powder (diluted with water) can 
be used in the sprayer, but is is 
hard to force more than a 2-3 per| 
cent solution through the nozzle. 
(Five pounds of 40 per cent ma- 
terial should do an_ average 
yard). Spraying is easier over a 
large area. | 
APPLY TO GROUND 

The dust should be applied to| 
the ground, leaving only a light 
powdering. This should last from 
six months to a year. 

The important thing in an area 
where the infestation is bad, is 
neighbor cooperation. It doesn’t 
help a whole area if earwigs are 
multiplying rapidly in the gar- 
dens on the outside of your fence. | 

You can keep your own yard 
free of earwigs by keeping a four 
foot strip of chlordane dust | 
around the fence (renew every 6 
months) after the whole yard has| 
been cleared. 

It will cost around $15 to 
have your property sprayed by 
an expert. but this should be 

effective for almost a year. Be- 
sides getting rid of earwigs, 
such a chlordane spray will also 
clear the area of ants, sowbugs, 
spiders, lawn grubs, most of the 
flies and moths. It’s really 
worth the price. 

If you are troubled with only a 
few earwigs, you can try trapping 
them. 

Earwigs feed at night, and hide | 
under boards, paper and decaying} 
material during the day. 

They love fishmeal, and this is 
the usual bait, combined with poi- 
sonous sodium fluosilicaie. 

However, cats like this, too, 
so I put the bait in the hollow 
tubes of bamboo and hide them 
around the garden. In the mor- 

ning the tubes are filled with 
earwigs—most of them dead. 

Crumpled paper filled with this 
bait can be used — it could be 
taken up before cats and dogs are | 
Jet out in the morning. | 
NEW BAIT | 

There is a new bait that uses| 
apple pomace instead of fishmeal | 
to attract the earwigs. This isj 
good, as cats and dogs are not at- 
tracted by the apple pomace. 
However, some users say this 
does not attract the earwigs as 
well, either. 

Once earwigs get into your 
house, the most effeciive way 
to get rid of them is to spray | 
with a household chlordane. 
This is a 2'% percent concentra- 
tion with a kerosene base. 

Spray the baseboards, closets | 
and under rugs if the infestation!

The forceps on the earwig’s tail 
are capable of pinching, but not 
very hard.

Atherton high school may be 
pumped into Menlo Park Sanitary 
District sewers, the latter agen- 
cy’s board of trustees agreed last 
weke, paving the way, legally, for 
construction of the pool.

In agreeing to allow the high 
school to pump water from its 
proposed pool into the sewer, the 
sanitary district also granted an 
exception to its general rule that 
no swimming pool water may be 
dumped into their mains. The lat- 
ter exception was granted on the 
basis that the high school district 
is'a public agency.

Geological Survey revealed that 
his agency has placed an applica- 
tion in Washington for 10 acres 
adjoining the Linfield Oaks pro- 
perty, where buildings are now 
being constructed for lease by the 
survey. 

He declared that current 
plans call for eventual construc- 
tion here of a major center, one 
of four in the nation, involving 
an annual payroll of some 
$3,000,000. 

George Herbert, business mana- 
eey of the Stanford Research In- 
stitute, while not indicating. that 
his organization would make a 
specific request for a portion of 
the property, replied in response 
to a direct question that if their 
hopes are realized they will even- 
tually need some 25 acres of the 
village.
